Trouble Results From Troopers

M OUNT CARMEL, Pa., April 3.O.— 


The first serious collision in tin 


anthracite coal regions since mining 
was suspended on April 1st .occurred 
here today between a mob of idle 
mine workers and a platoon of the 
State constabulary force, resulting in 
the Injuring of probably twenty men, 
three of whom will likely die. 
The disturbance was caused by an 
attack on a detail of the state police 
by several hundred foreigners, who 
became incensed at the presence of 
the constables. 
They threw stones at 
the policemen and otherwise endang- 
ered their lives to such an extent that 
they were forced to lire on the crowd 
which had swelled into thousands. 


Excitement In VHlufsos 


The greatest excitement was caused 


In the many villages of the southern ] 
coal fields, wlu-n it became known 
that mine workers had been shot down 
but tonight the affected territory Is 
comparatively quiet. 


While it 's believed that a score of 
persons were injured during the day 
only ten are accounted tor. The three 
who It Is though will die are: 
Louis Wilson, shot through the body. 
R. Mtservich. shot in the 
stomach. 
Stanislaus Wat.ikosi, shot in the groin. 


Trooper Seriously Hurt 


Wilson was shot while standing in 


front of his home, a block from the 
scene of the conflict. 
R. H. Gibson. 


trooper, was struck on the head with 
a rock and seriously hurt.

In tho meantime local constables on 
behalf of tho mine workers, arrested 
Lieutenant Smith, on the charge of as- 
sault and battery with intent to kill. 
He was held in $500 bail, which was 
furnished.

RATE BILL VOTING 


TO BEGIN ON 


ERIDAY 


Amendments to 
Railroad 
Measure 


Will Then Come Before Senate, 
After Which a Final Vote on Bill 
as a 
Whole Will Be Decided 


WASHINGTON, April 30. — The 


Senate will begin 
voting 
on 
the 


amendments to the Railroad Rate 
Bill on Friday, May 4th. An amend- 
ment to that effect was reported to- 
day, but it proved Impossible to so 
extend the understanding as to have 
it include the fixing of a date for 
taking a final vote on the bill as a 
whole. Tlllman first proposed a final 
vote on May 9th and Morgan was the 
only Senator to make objection. His 
opposition was sufficient, however, to 
frustrate the design, and the next 
most feasible course, the disposition 
of amendments, was decided upon. 
The general Impression among Sen- 
ators is that the final vote will be 
reported within a week from the time 
of the beginning of the consideration 
of amendments.

GOT EARTHQUAKE WARNING 


Mtclianlsrn 
at 
Galvcston 
Station 
Affected Hours Before the Calam- , 


Ity at San Francisco Came 


The wireless telegraph as a seis- 
mograph was at 
Galveston, 
Tex., 


forcefully demonstrated at the sta- 
tion here during the past three flays 
and Operator E. M. Thurston had a 
thi'llling experience with the air cur- 
rents recording the vibrations In the 
tuning wires ten hours in advance of 
the first quake of the earth at San 
Francisco. 
Tuesday night the sput- 
terlhg and sparks of electricity in the 
station aroused 
the 
operator, who, 
believing some ship at sea or land 
station of the wireless system was 
calling the 
Galveston 
station, an- 
swered the summons. 
He signaled 
through the air currents repeatedly, 
but failed to get an intelligent re- 
sponse. The sputtering and sparks 
continued at intervals, and the wires 
acted like they were possessed. 
He 
examined the station and every piece 
of mechanism, but, falling' to solve 
the 
mystery, 
remained 
on 
duty 
throughout the. night. 
He signaled 
Denver and Bast St. LoulR, 800 miles 
away, but they had not callud, and 
shortly after midnight 
the 
instru- 
ments became so charged that Thurs- 
ton had to abandon using the keys. 
Wednesday morning he heard of 
the earthquake, and knew the up- 
heaval had affected the air currents 
and charged the 
wireless 
station. 
With this knowledge he remained on 
duty, and recorded 
the 
subsequent 
quakes on the California coast even | 
to the last reported tremble felt at 
Los Angeles Thursday. 
By compar- 
ing the records at the station with 
the reports of the several quakes it 
showed that the 
sensitive 
Instru- 
ments anticipated the quakes by sev- 
eral hours. Scientists are now study- 
Ing the discovery with a view of put- 
ting It to practical use.

ILLIAM WALDORF ASTOR, expatria- 
ted native of the United States of America 


now resident of London, publisher of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, comments on the San Francisco 
calamity in his publication as follows: 
• ' 


"Countries with a seismic record have a rec- 


ord also of national degeneration, for the know1- 
ledgc that all human reckoning may be falsified 
by a sudden blow from nature herself forbids that 
confidence in the future that is the key to self- 
reliant, sanguine effort. 
San Francisco may be 


rebuilt after a fashion, but that it will resume its 
former career as a mart of commerce and focus 
of civilization must be extremely problematical 
on this the morrow of its tragendy. 


At first sight we were going to deny that this 


country has a record of national degeneration, 
but when we recall that Wliliam Waldorf Astor 
was born within the boundaries of the United 
States we arc inclined to admit it, although we 
cannot see what earthquakes and volcanoes have 
to do with the matter. 


Astor, it will be recalled, left this country be- 


cause society here was not up to his ideals. He 
could not find the ratified atmosphere that exists 
in the cities across the pond, where a man does 
not have to listen to the chatter of the barber 
who shaves him, and is not compelled to stand 


the back talk of the coal heaver, who curses him 
for getting in the way. Even since he has been 
in England he has decried his country, although 
the income that enables him to live in splendor 
and1 luxuriance abroad is derived from, invest- 
ments here in America. 
£ 


This work on the part of the self-expatriated 


snob is notliing but the most intense toadyism, 
but that it is appreciated1 by the more intelligent 
classes can scarcely be believed. Doubtless a few 
of them enjoy some delight at this sort of tom- 
myrot, but we cannot believe tlut the well-in- 
formed and sane Englishman who knows this 
country well will appreciate stuff of this kind. 


As for the deduction—if such a term may be 


employed—there is nothing in it worth serious 
attention. 


Before closing we may s»ay that Mr. Astor 


mlay restl assured of one tiling—he is earning the 
contempt of his former fellows in this country 
all right, all right, and if that is his object he is 
accomplishing his purpose fairly well. .It i& the 
only thing he ever has done well, because every- 
thing he has, came to hint as the result of the 
labors of a poor old pack-peddler, who founded 
the blue-blooded aristocratic line which this burly 
ignoramus so ably represents in these latter days.

Stopping an Abuse 


A 


PROVISION of the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill that is likely to modify to a large 


extent the congressional franking abuse, is that 
which says that no article under a postal frank 
shall pass through the mails unless it would be 
accepted if offered for transportation by a private 
individual. The purpose of the provision is to 
end, if possible the practice indulged in by some 
congressmen of using the mails as some men use 
the express companies. 


It has been openly charged that congressmen 


have sent pianos through the mails, that they 
have sent household furniture and even live stock. 
In the house the other clay members laughed 
when the assertion was made, but it will be re- 
membered that there were no explicit details. It 
is a matter of common knowledge that great 
bundles of soiled linen are sent home by econom- 
ical congressmen to be washed and returned, still 
under a frank, to Washington. It's a fine graft 
for congressmen but hard on the postoffice de- 
partment. 


In nearly every postoffice department report 


during the last ten years attention has been 
called to abuses of the franking privileges, and 
the statement has been made that to these abuses 
is due in great measure the annual postal deficit. 
The adoption of the rule forbidding the transmis- 


sion of franked matter that would not be accepted 
at all if unfranked will be a step in the right di- 
rection. The only trouble is that it is too short 
a step. It would have been better if the privil- 
ege had been suspended entirely and a sum of 
money allotted to congressmen in lieu thereof. 


This would relieve the posfcoffice department 


of the burden of millions of campaign documents 
sent oat every two years, documents that are 
rarely if ever, read by the recipient and that cost 
the government, first and last; a large sum of 
money. It would also do away with the carrying 
o'f voluminous government reports that, when 
used at "all, are used to make the chair a little 
higher1 f6r the baby, or for something of that sort. 
But congress as a whole is about as apt to pass 
such a bill as the senate is to adopt a resolution 
for the submission of a constitutional amendment 
providiiig for popular election of senators. 


IN spite of Mr. Jerome's talk about, the in- 


nocence/of Mr. Perkins, we have failed to see 
anybody around with a petition for Mr. Perkins' 
pardon.
